The wastes in marketing cotton worthily are engaging 
concerted effort in some parts of the Soyth. The bales 
are often compressed only loosely when offered in the 
small county towns. A second compressing is commonly 
made when long hauls to seaports or cotton manufactur- 
ing centers are necessary. For the saving of cargo space 
a third compressing is not unusual if transport bv vessel 
in the foreign trade follows.
